Bide weed to the most stately tree, are 
provided with "lungs," and a regular 
respiratory system. H a leaf be ex- 
amined white under the glass of a 
poweriul microscope it -will appear al- 
most like a piece of lace work, the en- 
tire surface being punctured with, thou- 
sands of minute openings. These open- 
ings may properly be said to be mouths. 
They are technically known as atom- 
ata, but they serve in the capacity of a 
mouth, and it is through their well 
guarded lips that all the air passes 
ino the tube that is provided by an nil- 
wise Providence for the purpose of 
airing the blood (sap) of the plant or 
tree in questiou. Strictly sneaking, the 
leases themselves ore the lungs of the 
plant, and the air comes in direct con- 
liict uitJi the sap and aerates it as 
soon as it passes through the minute 
mouth 01 opening in the surface of tin;
